BRICK FARM BUILDINGS. 


Necessity Will Boon Cause Them to Tak* 


the 1'lace of Wooden Structures. 


The first farm houses and barns 


erected in most parts of the country 
that were well supplied with large tim- 
ber trees, were built of logs 
Tho logs 


cost nothing except the expense of 
cutting and hauling, and they were 
geneially drawn to the places where 
they were wanted on sleds over the 
auow. Generally the old settlers made 
a bee whea a stranger came about 
them for the purpose of improving a 
place, and assisted him in putting up a 
house for his family and bains for 
sheltering his cattlu and horses. These 
log houses wore comfortable, if they 
were not elegant. If care was taken 
in securing the ends of the logs at the 
corners of the building they were very 
substantial. A well built log house 
would last for fifty years and require 
scaicely any repairs. When it was de- 
sirable to do so, and the owner's means 
were sufficient, it could be lathed and 
plastered on the insido, while the ex- 
terior could be covered with clapboards 
of shingles 
Many of the log houses 


in the New England States that were 
constiucted in colonial times, and 
placed on itono lorndations, are still 
in a good state of preservation. 


In the prairio regions of the West 


there was no timber for the construc- 
tion of log houses. Settlers who had 
consuli'iable means 
erected 
frame 


buildings 
Othcts commenced their 


fiontici life in "dug-outs," or in houses 
made of turf walls, which were covered 
with thatch 
If they prospered in a 


lew years thi'y croclpd buildings of 
pine lumber 
"Op to the piesent time 


pinelumber,has been the cheapest build- 
ing material 
that could 
be used 


on the 
prairies 
Being 
light, 
it 


was easy to transport long distances, 
while it could be drawn o\er the poor 
country loads with little difficulty. In 
the matter of cheapness of transporta- 
tion it had great advantages over brick 
and stone. Tho rapid improvement of 
tho prauie legions of the West has 
been mainly duo to the abundance and 
cheapness of pine lumber 
It is obvi- 


ous, however, that a substitute for lum- 
ber must soon be found for the walls 
and roofs of larm buildings. 
Lumber 


will in a near future be a very costly 
building material. 
The demand for it 


is increasing every year, and very lit- 
tle is being done to incioase the supply. 
In a fow yeais its cost will be so great 
that it can only be used for floors, 
window fi Ames, doors and finishing. 


In a tew f ivored locations stone will 


be extensively employed tor construct- 
ing faim buildings 
But the condition 


ol praine loads is such that stone can 
not oidinanly be hauled long dis- 
tances 
Tlioie is a similar dilliculty in 


ivgaid to hauling bucks from yaida 
several miles oft. Itis, however, prac- 
tical to make bilcks on a large propor- 
tion of Western larms. Clay suitable 
tor making brick is veiy common. II 
may need exposure to frost before it 
will work easily, but it requires but 
little p\tia labor to dig it in the fall 
and allow it to be exposed during the 
wmtei 
If it is nearly pme it will re- 


quire loun or sand to mix with it, but 
these can oidinanly be obtained wUh- 
m a reasonable distance of the deposit 
of clay. The cojt of preparing a yaid 
of sufficient fai/.e to dry enough buck 
to eiect larm buildings is not largo 
wheio the smfa.cc of the ground is 
ncaily level 
The yard, when once 


prepared, can be used for making brick 
to be used in the construction 61 build- 
ini's on scveial neighboring farms. If 
there is no stream or spring to supply 
water it can bo obtained from a well 
that can be subsequently used for sup- 
plying watoi for stock 
A driven woll 


will often be all that is required. 


The gioat diflicuHy m making brick 


on most Western taims is the lack of 
fuel for burning them. There is no 
wood on the place, and it is expensive 
to buy and haul it. A farmer, how- 
ever, who has small temporary build- 
ings of wood can raise the fuel for 
burning a kiln of bnak by tho time ha 
gets ready to erect permanent build- 
ings on his place. 
By planting four 


acres m white wood trees, placed four 
feet apait, he will have in ton years' 
time fuel enough to burn the brick he 
will rarjuire to erect large and peima- 
nent buildings. During this time he 
can learn the art of briokmaking by 
woikiug m a yaid and studying woiks 
devoted to the subject. If he can su- 
peimteud the making of brick, has tho 
fuel for burning thtm as well as, Ihe 
clay, loam or sand on his place, ho can 
erect brick buildings cheaper than 
from wood, and Uity will be far moie 
durable and satisfactoiy. In soveial 
of the Eastoin and Southern States the 
matter of brick-making on farms is 
receiving much attention. In some 
places the owners of pug-mills and 
simple buck machines go from faim to 
farm, and, taking their machines, su- 
pciinteud tho work of making and 
burning tho biick, tho owner of tho 
faim furnishing the horses and men tor 
doing the work. 


In nearly every respect brick is the 


most satistactory matenal that can be 
used for building purposes in city or 
countiy. Tho climate of most of tho 
Western States is very unfavorable to 
tho prcscivation of woodon buildings. 
In EasternMassaohusctts, notably in the 
vicinity 
of 
Cambridge, there 
are 


wooden houses still in a good state of 
preservation. They \vere erected nearly 
two hundred years ago 
A wooden 


building in most of the West, however, 
soon begins to decay 
It is liable to 


havo an old appearance even when it 
is compaiatively new. It 
requnes 


paint and oil to preserve it, and ths 
coating of paint lasts but a few years. 
Ordinarily the exterior of a wooden 
house must receive a fresh coat of 
paint as often as once in five or six 
years. The climate that is haid on 
wood is also hard on paint 
Hard- 


burned brick or those that hays been 
vitrified in the kiln can be used as a 
substitute for stone for a variety of 
purposes. 
If laid up with mortar that 


contains a large portion of hydraulio 
cement, they make as good a founda- 
tion for walls as split stone. Thoy 
also make good cellar walls, well 
curbing and linings for cisterns la 
making sewers nothing is superior to 
;hera, as has been repeatedly shown in 
all large cities —Chicago Times.

Sentenced to Jail for Six Month*. 


In Justice Curtis' court this forenoon, 


Lewis Hendelinger, a smooth young man 
from Chicago, son of a wholesale mer- 
chant in that city, had a hearing on a 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. He was a porter at the St. 
Nicholas one week, and getting out o£ a 
job, he struck a scheme to work the town. 
He represented that he was a clerk in a 
dry goods store, and was commissioned 
to go from house to house to get cash 
contributions for the Young Ladies' Aid 
Society.

The young 
man appeared all broke up at the serious 
PLding of his career in Deoatur, Judge 
Greer committed him to six months in 
the county jail, but suspended sentence, 
with the understanding that Hendelinger 
should leave town at once and never ap- 
pear in Deoatur again. He left for Chi- 
cago at noon.

Full and Prank Statement from Mr. 


Johns—A Clean Record. 


Ml. PtTLASM, Oct. 21, 1886, 


EDITORS REPUBLIC AN: During my absence 


In Logan oounty, the Herald has charged that 
I have, through my conduct as state's attor- 
ney, lost to Maoon oounty tho sum of $1310 
through unfaithfulness to the trust the people 
reposed In me, and that thla has occurred 
through taking nnes for gaming when flues 
for keeping gaming house should have been 
innlotod; and that the grand Jury wanted to 
Indict me for falling to prepare indictments 
as they ordered them. 


As to this second charge, I am absolutely 


ignorant. 1 never heard of it until yesterday 
morning, when I read the statement In the 
Hwold. I do not, of course, know what the 
ifraud jury did or did not want to do. 1 do 
know, positively, however,that in not one sin- 
gle instance did I ever draw another or differ- 
ent indlctmentfrom that ordered by the grand 
juries. E\ery one they ordered was written 
and submitted to them, and generally the 
foreman ot the various grand mrlos person- 
ally examined the simpler lorms of Indict- 
ments before returning them into court. It 
is tho business ot tho grand jury to ttnd in- 
dictments; of the Btato'i attorney to write 
them, of the foreman of the grand jury to 
endorse them a true bill of tho grand jury, to 
return them into court and deliver them to 
the judge; and after these various stops are 
performed, the Jurisdiction of the grand jury 
ceasos—and that of the state's attorney and 
the court commences. It IB quite possible 
that somo members of tho various grand Ju- 
ries while I was state's attorney are displeased 
with my disposition of cases.but I do not know 
ol any such displeasure save In one single In- 
stance, which is not yet referred to by the 
Herald. It is quite a common thing for tho 
state's attorney and the grand juries to have 
trouble. I have always believed that 1 had 
lebsot these troubles than either of my pre- 
decessors. Tho reason for those troubles is 
tho assumption on the part of some members 
of a grand jury, lhat they know more about 
the duties of tho state's attorney, or tho iaw, 
or the duties and powers ol the grand jury 
than the state's attorney. That officer natu- 
rally insists that he ia Ihe lOKal adviser of tho 
grand jury, and that he understands these 
matters best. Consequently the members of 
the grand jury often run to the judge with 
eomplaintb ol the state's attorney, and the 
state's attorney often tills the oars of tho 
judge in private with stories ol tho proceed- 
ings ot the grand Jury. 1 know that on one 
occasion I prepared an Indictment as ordortd 
by the grand jury, and immediately upon the 
arrest ot tbo man, and In open court, 1 struck 
tho cftBo liom the docket. 


Now, as to tho charge that 1 allowed persons 


to bo lined lor gaming on counts in indict- 
ments that charged them with keeping a gum- 
Ing house, [ most emphatically plead guilty, 
and 1 believed when 1 illd It, and 1 now believe 
that what I rtia wfts right, and remains right 
to this day. It Is a difficult matter to make 
people generally understand the. extraordi- 
nary dlflloulty of convicting a person of keep- 
ing a gaming house in a place, aud in cases 
whore raids upon suoh establishments are not 
made, and tho gamtng-houao keeper and the 
gamblers are not caught by tho police or uu- 
Inendly persons In tho very aot ol gaming In 
a house or room. Tho law is that persons 
tound In such places may protect themselves 
Irom testifying ai to tho aliened criminal acts 
on tho ground that their testimony might teud 
to eliminate themselves, und that they 
are tho judges as to whether the testi- 
mony they are asked to give would have §uoh | 
a tendency 
It tbo witness Buys it would have 


9uclia tendency, then the oourt tolls him ha 
need not answer the questions. Tboroioie It 
ia that gaming house cases are seldom, II ever, 
tried. Not one has ever been tried In Maeon 
county since I have been a member ot tho 
bar so far as I can now recollect except one 
In which the gamblers themselves, Irom mo- 
tives of revenge, volunteered to come Into 
courtttutl give their testimony without claim- 
Ing that right. I prosecuted thot case, acd a 
coiulotlon followed, and tho man was flaed 
iGOO and sentenced to Jail for six months.

gaminghouse was ever tried. It therefore, be- 
cause of the dillleulty of tho oases.and the Im- 
probability of tbo conviction, becomes and Is 
tho duty of tlio state's attorney and tho court 
to do the boat thoy can with tho Indicted men. 
Tho court generally follows tho suggestion of 
the state's attorney. 1 have never known the 
court in Macon county to refuse to lollow the 
suggestion ot tliu slate's attorney In suoh mat- 
ters, whether the indictment was for gaming 
houso or othec crime. The state's attorney 
has, and ought to have a discretion In such 
matters. It has always been exercised. More 
than two-thirds ol tlio sentences passed by 
courts In Illinois upon otlonders charged with 
minor crimes arc tho results of compromises 
between the people represented by the stale s 
attorney and the defendant, which arc carried 
into effect and sanctioned by the court, Every 
state's attorney bas the right to make those 
compromises—and does make them-and no 
fault can be found or ever before has bom 
found with such proceedings, except for mo- 
tives of revenge. I believed at the time I took 
these pleas mentioned by the Herald, that al- 
though some of the counts upon which the d( • 
fendante pleaded wore for keeping a gaming 
house—yet whore tho defendant agreed to 
plead guilty to gaming, 1 had tho right both 
under tho law and as a matter ol discretion to 
accept such pleas, rathi'i than go to the ex- 
pen-,0 oi long trials and acquittals, because ol 
the impossibility of proving the cases as the 
law requires beyond a reasonable doubt. 


I venture this assertion, and challenge the 


I lei aid to tho prool, that under no state's at- 
torney wore gamblers and gaming houses so 
vigorously prosecuted. I have hastily run 
over a llstot cases under my management as 
state's attorney and I Und that from such list 
us nearly ae 1 can now remember, gamblers 
and gaming houso keepers wore lined (1380 00 
in the total. The amount is probably larger, 
but away from homo and tho records 1 cannot 
now roccollect any more. 


Every grand jury during my term of olllco 


I believe investigated the gambling housea In 
tbo county. Every one of these juries called 
mo Into tho jury room to question gamblers. 
I was frequently criticised by the jurors them- 
selves for tho extreme severity with whioh I 
questioned the witnesses. There never was a 
witness before the grand jury questioned 
about gaming houses who told the truth—or
